Light ; and this Meafure of Grace and Truth guides the Soul unto 
him, who ts full of Grace and Truth, where Salvation is know :, and 
{ver Redemption witneſſed; Bleſſings and Praiſes be to his Name 
orever. 
Reader, This Controverſie, begun by $,Grevill, whacalls himſelf 
a Miniſter of the Gefprl near Banbury, though briefly handled,is of 
great Weight ;, for it conſiſts of two fundamental Dottru's of the Go- 
ſpe land 5ndeed the very Bottom of our Teftimony, viz. Chriſt's Mani- 
Geftation of himſelf inthe Hearts of his Children ; 4::d che End of 
that Manifeſtation, namely, To make an End of Sin, deſtroy, 
the Works of theDevil,finiſh Tranſgreſſion,and bring in everlaſting 
Righteouſneſs, Fohr 1, 3,5,8, Dan. g. 24. Theſe two Pronciples, 
or rather Chrift Feſms within the Principle, and his Work, compleat 
Redemption, are lately eppeſedby S$ G. as laid down by Alexander 
Parker, i: 4 Book by hz ſer forth about Seventeen Years ſinee. This 
is a ſober Conſideration, and'T hope, a plain Enervation of bis utmoſt 
Force, in Defence of thoſe Evangelical N:w Coverant Doftrines,

A. General Defence of the LIGHT WITHIN, 


by way of Introduction. 


T Hovgh there be no Paſſage or Propoſition to be found from 

one End of holy Scripture to the other, more clearly laid 
down, then that in Zohn 1, 9g. That was the true Ls7ht that lighteth 
every man that cometh into the World ;, yet ſo ſtrong hath been the 
Envy, and-:o ſubtil the Endeavours of the Prince of Darkyeſs, as 
ſcarcely any one place hath been more wreſted and abuſed, on pur- 
poſe to hinder NV an«ind from minding the Maniſeſtations of it, and 
yielding all ready Obedience to it, as the way appointed of God 
to Eternal Life and Salvation. 

Seme will have it to be a Natural Light,. though it be the very 
Life of 1hat Word, which God wvey all bleffed forcuer, and wrapt 
up withinthoſe Verſes, which only concern b:s Eternal Power and 
Gid6rad, 

Others will -have_it-read thus, Not, that he enlightens all 
Mankind, but that «ll. who are enlightened are enlightened by him 
thereby, not-on'y narrowing, and wronging the Text, but ren- 
dring God fo pariial and injuit to his Creatures,as to cauſe his Light 
01 Rigi:reonſne.s to arite on ſome, without ever viſiting the greateſt 
part of Mankind with ſo much as a Day of Salvatton; though 
he 'ayes, He world 110t the Death of any, but rather that all ſhould 
Rep- 111, andcome tothe Knowledge of the Truth, 

There is a third ſort that will needs have it underſtood not of 
any Iilumination by a Divine Ligt:t or Spirit, but the Life Chriſff 
liv.d and rhe De(rine be preached, when viſibly in the World, which 
neit..erreacheth the hnndredth part of Mankind, nor can be confi- 
Kent with the Nature of that Part of Fehn's Hiſtory which whole- 
ly relates to his Divinity, or what he was before he took Fleſh, 

'Tis tzue, Chriſt was the Light of the World in that very Ap. 

pearance 
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pearanice,' and ſhined forth bis Heavenly Dodtrine, and Self 
denying Life, a moſt holy Example; yet not ſo, as to exclude 
himſelf from being that ſpirituat Light, which ſhineth in the 
Hearts of the Sons and Daughters of men. He was fullof Grace 
and Truth ; yet of his Grace hath Mankind received, Grace for 
Grace, whichis that Grace of God, that in all Ages hath appeared 
for Salvation ; whoſe Nature and Property is fo plainly deſcribed, 
andthe Salvation it brings,unfolded by the Apoſtle, 2T 7.1 1,1 2.v1z. 
Teaching us, that denying VUngedlineſs and Worldly Luſts, we ſhould 
live Godly, Righteouſly and Soberly in this preſent World, Ando 
far is that Univerſal Light and Grace we teſtifie of, from leading us 
to undervalue Chriſt and the Scriptures, that we cannot but de- 
clare to alt the World ' in pure Con'cience towards God, and eve- 
ry moderate Enquirer, that we never had any true Knowledge of 
God or Chriſt, any right Sence, ' of the Work of -Converiton up- 
on our Souls, nor any right Sight or Reliſh of thoſe Heavenly 
Truths declared-in the Scriptures, till we came to know, and be 0- 
bedient to the Manifeſtarion of that true Light, which enlig htencths 
.every man ; and the Appearance of that Grace which brings Salvati- 
071 11 Otr Own Souls. 

They are ſtanding Truths, That wh! ſor ver may be knew? of Gud 
w manfeſted in man ;. for God hath ſhew.d i unto him: That what- 
ſoewer ts reproved us made manifeſt by the Light; and that whatſoever 
doth make manifeſt :s Light, Rom.1.19. Epheſ. 5.13. This can- 
not bz Natural,unleSof the D:vine N t#re, which reveals to men 
Divine Things, "Tis rere that we mcet wit" airy Alverfary,who de. 
nieth it to reprove Evil,an1 to cheriſh that which is Good. And the 
Wiſe Man tells us,T5ar the Reproof of Inſtruttion ts the Way of Life, 
Prov.6.23. If theLig'treproves for that which is Evil, and that 
Reproof ſeals up Inſtruction to Life Everlaſting, how dare any call 
ita Natural Lizht, .common'to, yea, a part of all men in their 
Natural Eftate, eſpecially wien the Apoſtle Pa! hath fo long 
ſince declared Thar the Natural Man receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit of God ; for they are Fooliſlineſs :11to him ;, neither can he kzow 
them, becauſe they are Fþ:rituall; diſcerned? 1 Cor. 2.14, Ourvery 
Cale in ! :efence of the Light Within againſt the wiſe 17aſter Zuil- 
ders of this Age, 

Nay; 
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Nay, ſo far is Man in his natural Eſtate from being aCted and gui” 
ded by this very Light, which our Enemies call Natural, that Chriſt 
himſelf 'aith, He baterh the Light, neither cometh ty the Light, left 
his Deeds ſhould be reproved: Bat, on the other Hand, He that 
doth Truth cometh to the Light, that his Drcds may be eb 2.23. 
made manifeſt that they are wrought in God ;, where it is 
evident, that the very Manifeſtation given, is Divine ; much 
more the Nature of that Light that givesit. Indeed, hows it 
poſſible for Man to know Chriſt, who is Light, without Light ? 
It was Zehn's Meſſage to preach, That Ged is Light, The , Job:1.s. 
ſame Apoſtle teftifies, That the Blood of Cleanſing is to 
be found of them that walkin the Lioht, ver. 7. 

If it be objeted, Thar thrs is not that Light wherewith every Man 
 enli;htincd: The fame Apoſtle in his Hiſtory faith, That # the 
Word was Lifr, and the Life was the Lioht of Men, and that very 
Light was the true Light that lighteth cvery Man that cometh imto 
the World, y Joh; 4.9. Let ſuch give meas plain a Text againſt 
either the Svfficiency or Univerfality of the Light, if they can. 

Its Properties and Effetts prove it Divine; in that 1ſt; /r-manrfeſff's 
Gea, Rom.1.19, 2dly, 1: manif:/ts Evil, Ephe'.5.13. 3dly, Fr is 
med: the Rule of waikins by the Apoſtle : See then that ye walk cir- 
cumipealy, not as Fools, butas Wiſe, ver, 15. 4thly, Ir i made 
the Path to-walk in, Joh. 8.12. 1 Joh, 1.7, Ifa.2.5. Come, 
let us walk inthe Light of the Lord : And the Nations of them: that 
are ſaved ſhall walk in the Light of the Lord, Rev.21.23. Ando 
ſaith the Scripture of the Spirit of God, 1ſt, 1 that it repre- 
veth for Sin, Joh: 16.8. 2dly, In that it gaverh Underſtandins of 
the Things of Goa, Job. 32.8. 1 Cor 2.10. 3dly, That it #4 
Rule for th: Chiidren of Ged to walk, by, Rom. 8. 14. For 'as many 
as axe led by the Spirit. of God; they are the $ons-of God, 4thly, 
We are alſo to walk in the Spirit, Gal.5 16.. Thus I ſayther, walk, 
in the Spirit, ard ye ſhall not fulfil the Luſts of the Fleſh 1hope 
none will deny that this Light and this Spirit muſt be of one and 
the ſame Nature. 

But if any ſhall yet object, Thar ths is to be rnderſtocd of a ſpirituci 
Light,& that onrs is but 2 natural one: I ſhall defire them to do two 
Things, 1ſt, To prove that a Natural Licht /e+% 7 a1ifeſt Grd, -re- 
prove ftr Evil,and chy1ſh that whic's 1s Goodglnce whatever isPart of 
Mann his Degeneration from God, is ſofar form giving ene good

"Thought; that it cahnot rightly M5 anevil one; and it is grant- 
ed by our Adveraries, that what we call D;vine,and they call Natu- 
ral Light, can do both. 2dly, That in Ca this Light be Natural, 
and can ſo manifeſt and reprove, that they would aſſign us ſome 
certain Medium or Way, whereby we may truly di'cern and di- 
ſtinguiſh between the Manifeſtations and Reproofs of the Natural 

Light from thoſe of the Divme Light, ſince they allow the Manife- 

ſtation of God & Reproof of Evil,as well to the one as to the other, 
Andl challenge them all to give us one Scripture that diſtinguiſhes 
between « Natura! and Spiriiual Light withw,,reproving Evil, &c, 
They may with as mich Reaſon talk of a Narural and Spiritual 
Darkneſs within - 'Tis trac, there is a Natural Darkneſs, to wit, 
the Night of the outward World ; and there is a Spiritual Dark- 
nels, viz. the miſty and clouded Underſtandings of Men, through 
Difobedience to the Light and Spirit of God : Let them aſſign us a 
third,or rather a ſecond Darkneſs of ti.e Underſtanding in the things 
of God, if they can : Chriſt never diftiagujſhed between Darkne is 
& Darkneſs,or Light and Light-in any /=cb Sen'e,nor did any of his 

Diſciples I ever read of; yet both have fr2quentl; ſpoken of Dark- 

neſs and Light; what Difference doth the Scripture put between 
ſpiritual Darkneſs and Darkneſs, mentioned in theſc Places, Zak. 
I. 79. Math. 4.16, Joh.1.5. Foh. 3.19. Joh. 8. 12,35, 46. 

I Theſ. 5.4. 17Joh.: 6, Att, 26. 18. Rom, 13.12, 2 Cor.6.14, 

Epheſ. 5.8. Col. 1.13. Ifind none; Itis allone ſpiritual Dark- 

neſs : neitheris there ſo much as one Scripture that affords us a Di- 
ſtintion between Light wi-bin and Light within, that really are 

Light : peruſe Math. 4.16, Luk. 2. 32. Chap. 15.8, Fob. 1. 4» 
537, 8,9. Chap. 3.19, 20, 21. Chap. 8.12. Aft. 26.18. Rom, 

13.12, 2 Cor. 4.6. Chap.6.14. Eph.ſ.5.8, 13. Col. 1 12, 

1. Theſ.5.5. 1Tim.6.16, 1 Pet, 2.9. 1foh.1.5, 7. Chap.2,

our Aſſertion do his utmoſt to {ever real Light from Light, or find 
out two Lights in theſe Paſſages if he can ; if he cannot, he is ir- 
recoverably gone, and that upon kis o'vn Conceſhon : For, as he 
yields to us, that the Light in Controverſie manifefteth Evil and 

reproveth for it; ſo doth Chriſt him'elf teach thus.of the Light, 
oh. 3.12. For every one that doth Eu! hateth the Light, netthey 


= to the Light,leſt his Deeds ſhould be reproved - And eGpoile 
Pa 
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Paul plainly faith, Fphel. 5. ;& But all thinss that*ave rpms 
"are mad manifi ft by the Light ; Therefore not two difſtin®. Lights 
in le?nd, but one and the ſame manifeſting, reproving Light : And 
this the Apoſtle Fohn proves beyond all Exception, to wie and 
con!iderate men; Fir/t, In that he calls God Light, Chap. 1. 5. 
24ly. In that he puts no meawm or third thing between that Light 
_ Parkncſs, verl: 6. If we ſay that we hav Fellowſhip with hung 
ad nai ww Darkieſs, we ly ; intimating, that men muſt walk 
either in Light or arkneſs, Iam fure,that which manifeſts agg re- 
proves i a:kne s cannot Le Parkneis; And (o fay our Adverſaries of 
ovr Light, An41 as if the Apoſtle Fobn would have anticipated their 
Objection, v:z. 'Tis true, your Light within reproves for Emil ; 
but it t 14 therefore the Jgvine Lichtywhich leads into higher things, 
and which comes byrhe Goſpel ;, he thus expreſleth himſelf, Chap.2. * 
Darkneſs 1: paſhyai the true {iokt now ſhineth, Hethat ſauly He 
is in the Lig and bates bus Eruhiry,s tr Darkneſs even until now, 
which is not another Light from God the Lig} t, Chap. 1. For, 
as Light there is put in Oppoſition to Darknels, ſo Light here 1s put 
in Oppoſition reDarkne's - The Darkne $ is one and the ſame, fo 
'the Ligkt; Wherefore we may plainly ſee, that it is not another 
Light then that which reproved a man for hating his Brother, that 
brings a man into Fellowſhip with God, aid to the Blood of Clean- 
fing, as the nex?'ver'e ipeaks: Therefore that Light which repro- 

veth a man for hating 1s Brot! er, is of a Divine Nature, 
 Infthert; That Light which is appoſite to, and reproves (pirt- 
tual Darkne s, 1s a ipiritual Light : But luch a Light is that within, 
as our Adverfaricsthem: elves confe's,therefore fpiritua!.It is worth 
our notice that the Apoſtle uſ-th the fame manner of Expreſſion 
here, Chap. 2. 8. Tus TRUE Light ſhineth, that he doth in his 
Hiſtory, Chap. 1.9. That wasthe TRUE. 7:2br, intimating the 
ſame [Divine Word or Tre Light now ſhineth ; and that it was 
that fame Tr: Lizht (for there is but one) that reproved ſuch as 
hated heir Bret''ren 3 conſequently that Light, that fo reproveth, 
is the True Divine Light, 

And ſtrange it is that C'.riſt and his Diſciples, bufeſpecially Fob, 
Mold 'o fienmakethat very Light, which ſtoops:t@the lowelt 
Step of Morality, to the Reproof of the grofſeſt Evils, t> be 
no othcr'then the ſame Divine Light, that brings ſuch as follow it 
&

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1o'the Light of Life, and thoſe who walk in it to the Blood of 


Cleanſing,and to have Fellowſhip with God, &c. Nay, not only 6, 
bur make the very beſt of man's being a Child of God, to depend 
upon his anſwering of the Light in a palpable moral Caſe, viz, 
not hating of bus Brother ;, And yet that our Adverſarics ſhould ſhut 
their Eyes from beholding its Divinity, and conclude it rherefore 
a meer Natural Light, This is both Unreaſonable and Unſcrip- 
tural, 

But here is the very Grotind of their Ignorance and leight Appre- 
henſion of the Light within, They have never Known it further then 


in the Capacity of & Reprover of Evil (though that's enough with 


a conſiderate and tender-ſpirited man to feel from whence it came) 
and ſo conclude it unable to give either f*rther Diſcoveries of God's 


Will, or Power and Virtue to enable to do it. ©" Butto all ſuch as 


obje&t againſt the ' Sufficiency of thei Light of 'Chriſt within, ei- 
ther as to its Knowledge or Powers Tay, Try it 5 you are not pro- 


per Judges in the Cafe, till you havewalked iwit :. }f then you meet 


not with the Blood of. Cleanſing, and pure Feilowlhip with God, 
who'is Light, it will be'tifi& enough for yours object: Dohot 
infer from the Diſcovery 'ef ſmall and (great things, two diſtinct 
Lights, inſtead of two Manifeſtations of one and the ſame Light; 
ſuck as do the Will of God, 6 faras the Light the-Conſcience 
enſ8yns them, ſhall know more of the Docirine it teacheth all the 
Children of Light. + iy +1 8 abt 4. *? 
Fowever, it hath pleaſcd the man we have now to deal with, 
to undertake a Refutation of a Book, entituled, A Te ftimuny of the 
Light Within, written about Seventeen Years fince by Alexander 
Paz ker, a Servant of God in the Work of his GoſpeF; But1hope 
my Reader hath' received that Satisfation in what has been alrea- 


dy tinted in Defence of the Lightbf' Chriſt within, that he is in a

Faith cannot make wiſe without the Scriptures ; for that was be- 
fore the Scriptures were written, as in Abraham and others. 
To Fohn 16. 2. They thought and apprehended, the Scripture 
commanded them to do God good Service, when they perſecuted 


the Saints. Doth this ſet- the Scriptures above the true Light, by. 


which only we muſt rightly underſtand them ? Not that we woul1 
exclude the Scriptures of that Service the Lord has appointed 
them to, but to maintain the tri: Light againſt vain Cavils ; for 
Gud's Super-adding of Scripture, no more renders the Light In- 
ſuſficient, then the Spirit, Grace, yea, Cod or Chr:ft; Mar bing 
ebroad from the Spirit, and not abiding in the Light, the Lord 
went forth into outward Mzans to bring him home: 1s God's Con- 
d:ſcenſion to Man's Weakneſs a Proof of his Inſufficiency ? The 
Scriptures came from the Light, and teſtife of it, that the Na- 
tions of them that are ſaved muſt walk-in it ; this was the End of 
the Evangelical Miniſtry. And as for takmg trueLight from the 
Scriptures, without true Light within, how abſurd-and impoſſible 
it is, is obvious to all. That Light, that gives to underſtand the 
right Meaning of the Scriptures, mult be true Light ; elſe, how 
can it underſtand right ? And how can it be put in-us by the Scrip- 
tures, whex we muſt and do bring it with s ta the Scriptur's before 
we read them?

But what means he by His alwayes needing more & more Grace? 

And a Van needs no more 
in this State, then what he is capable of in this State, And for his 
part, it ſeems he needs no more ; for he hath more then he uſcti, 
though there i« great need he ſhould make more uſe of what he has, 
S, Grewil ſcofhngly comparing tho Quakers Speakers with Paul, 
faves, If they con!dgive that which they thinks the Spirit, they would 
make more Quakers ; as much as to 'ay, if Pax! could have given 
the Spirit, more of His Hearers ſhould have hl the Spirit; and 
conſequently, he was not a Miniſter of the Spirit in that Senſe ; as 
if it had been Paul's Favit : But was not the holy Ghoſt given by 
Paul's Hands? 4s 19, When he had laid his Fands vpon them,rche 
hely Gheft came upon them,&they fpeak withTongues &prophelied, 
What Gift was that 7 :-:otby receiv'd by the laving on of his Hands, 
called,the Gif of Ged ? It plainly appears,that God by the Miniſtry 
of P.:x1d d give theSpirit to ſeveral; &was he not at that time a Mini- 
ſter ofthe Spirit? Was not he that miniſtred the Spirit to the Galars- 
ar:5, a Minifter of the Spirit him'elf ? It muſt follow undeniably : 
many Trovfands vere by his Miniſtry turn'd fromDorknefs to Ligtt

ward Declaration; for Stephen ſaid ro the Fews, Tou have alwayes 
reſiftedthe Holy Ghoſt, as your Fathers did, &c, Foras alſo difobey- 
cd the immediate Call of God. 

And whereas he faith, Fohn Bapr:ſt preached the Goſpel : That is 
allo clearly againſt him(elf ; for rhar was before the four Books, which 
he maintains to be the Goipe!, were written. 

The Gofpel is called a Myſtcry,hid from Ages and Generations, 
and is ſtill hid from all the Rebellious and Diſobedient, who walk 
not after the Spiggt, but thcir own Luſts : But ſo are not thoſe four 
Baoks, ſo call'd ; neither are they the glorious t ofpel, but that 
which thev declare of. | 

None of thole Fathers he ſpeaks of, I dare ſay, if he quoted the 
Places, would be founSto countenance his Definition ; for he con- 
feſſes, they ſay, It forgeves and juſtifics, which the four Books do 
not ; they only declare ſuch Tl.ings to Believers, If Mathrw and 
Fohn, and Paul and Petey were notthe Goſpel, becauſe they were 
Powerful Inſtruments to declare it;no more are their Books & Wre 
tings : They were not the glad-Tidings, but the Pringers and Pub- 
liſhers of it; their Books are no more, if ſo much, not being viva 
veces as they ſay ; the like Power not uſually accompanying the
